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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is longer than 150 words. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-34 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: in 
a 3D tomosynthetic apparatus, method, and computer program using iterative reconstruction, the 
prior art fails to show or fairly suggest using a cone-beam forward projection along with back 
projection in the iterative algorithm. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. De Man et al US 6,724,856 B2 and Stanton et al US 6,744,848 B2 show iterative 
3D tomosynthetic reconstruction.
